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Despite the date of information, the attached report concerning the 
reilroad roundhouse at Katowice is forwarded to your office for retention. 
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The Katewice (Kathewitz) reilroad workshop, including the rerndhouse, 
erpleyed about 1,28C0 persens, mestly ren, The rovndhevee had facilities 
fer revsing 4% lecenetives et one time, The roundheuse censisted of twe 
evescent-sheaped buildings and a repair shep, which was cituated in between. 
The two buildings were connected hy tracks vhich rar throuph the repair 
chop, Each “erescent’ could heuse 24 locoretives. The turntable in the 
western building war arger than the one in the eectern huilding and wes 


vaed hy heavier end larger icceretives. The leceretives in the twe huild~ — 


ings covld po out or: three trecks besides the enes on which they ertered. 
Two led te the pas-enger ctetien and ora led to the siding end freight 
yerds behind the rendhouse. The shop was concerned rainly with riner_. 
repairs such as beit axles, peinting, veshing, greasing, fixing of air 
vents, etce., and «id net have the facilities for majer everhsuling. 


The workers worfed 12 heurs ard had 2/ hours off, The work continued 24 
hours a day, sven days a week, There were three ehifts, There were ne 
rere then two ren off at one tire, and on Sundays ond helidsys this was 
eut to cne miei. Bach worker ruct verk 208 hovrs a menth, The verkers 
were eplit vs inte 12-s2m werk brigades, eech with a foreran. 


The physica’ lsyort ef the reundheve wes as follows. Each of tre two 
crescent~siaped huildings was about 140 meters leng, aheut 30 reters wide, 
end ha’ ezebie reof which was eboul. 25 reters high at its peak, The roof 
was supreved by e retal frameverk ind was cevered over with weed. and tar 
paper, ‘ne repair shep, which was situsted between the twe hvilcings, was 
aise mera of red briek, Directly tehind the shep was the water tower, and 
hehind his the effice ‘uilding, ‘The supply reem was te the left of the 
office milding. Te the front end right of the eastern crescent-shaped 
~udidlag was the fuel station, There were no lerge cranes in the plant 
for ufting heavy leads but rerely a system of everhesd nulleys, 


The machines in the reveir shop were ef Polish and German erigis. They . 
were pertiy autematie and partly seriautematie.¢ The locoretives were of 
Biish, German, and Americen origin. The latter care to Peland threugh
